EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 6-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references cited disclose a circuit integration module for insertion into an avionic cabinet 
comprising first and second circuit boards, a face plate, a connector assembly, and 
some other claimed invention, for example, Ruby, Jr. et al. (U.S. Patent 4,836,789) 
discloses a plurality of modules (18) inserted into a black box (10), each module having 
a face plate and a connector (20) opposite from the face plate, see figure 1, Harris (U.S. 
Patent 5,339,362) discloses component cards (72) inserted into a cabinet (12), see 
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figure 2, each of card having a face plate. However, they do not disclose or render 
obvious in combination of the face plate coupled to each of the first and second circuit 
boards, and the connector assembly coupled to each of the circuit boards opposite the 
face plate. There is no suggestion to modify the references to include these limitations. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
